sources of the Jewish people, the costs here 
are not exorbitant: and anyway, they pro- 
vide funds for the State.” 

You can see the problem that faces our 
American statesmen in dealing with Israel, 
For Israel is mot just another government 
like Jordan or Greece or Eire.

But as the children grew older it be- 
came apparent that they not only loved but needed activi- 
ties which included us all and that they felt rather like 
orphans if left out. The pang of regret one feels at sacrific- 
ing one’s privacy in leisure is more than made up by the 
family closeness one gains by joining up with the children 
and the enthusiasm they add to any venture. 

Recreation with growing children is almost bound to be 
wholesome. If we read together, it would certainly not be an 


improper book. If we enjoy radio or TV 
or movies together, the programs we 
choose are apt to be those for family 
recreation. If we decide on a jaunt in 
the car and to be away for a meal, 
we’re much less likely to choose a night 
club than a picnic ground. So that, hav- 
ing sacrificed privacy in our leisure 
when we recreate with the family, we 
have gained the protection of whole- 
someness which family enterprise gives.

Instead of discouraging adventures of 
this kind, we should teach him to identify 
poison-ivy; to select the right kind of a 
tree and then he should be allowed to 
ramble and to climb. Admittedly his judg- 
ment won't be very good and he will always 
run a certain risk, but we can only hope 
and say a prayer that his Guardian Angel 


will protect him. For he needs to get the 
habit of evaluating danger instead of the 
habit of being frightened of anything ad- 
venturous. Otherwise an indiscriminate fear 
may paralyze his ability to make necessary 
distinctions and to take necessary risks 
when he grows older. 


It is difficult to teach a child to be 
cautious without frightening him. Nor is 
there anything wrong with a certain 
healthy fear of dangerous situations or 
things. Certainly there are going to be some 
frightening experiences from which we will 
be unable to shield him. No one can escape 
fear altogether, 

But fear can be an extremely powerful 
emotion. It can quickly get beyond control. 
It can become impossible to reason with. 
Some children have this kind of insane fear 
of water, or dogs, or strangers, or doctors, 
People sometimes carry this kind of fear 
into maturity so that they find it more than 
rdinarily difficult to control a fear of 
dentists, or hospitals, or illness, or storms, 
or lightning, The list of things that people 
are alraid of is endless and depressing.

the situation by insisting that the child 
conquer his fear. Fathers, especially, are 
inclined to be humiliated and angry at the 
prospect of a cowardly son. Is he afraid of 
water? Throw him in. Is he afraid of dogs? 
Force him to approach them. Unhappily 
this is not the way to help him. Fears ac- 
quired in infancy are very severe and: not 
likely to be overcome by reasonable proofs 
that “there is nothing to be afraid of.” 
The most parents can do for a child, 
once he has acquired this kind of fear, is 
to be patient with him, respect his feelings, 
and try to communicate their own courage. 
A small child frightened of dogs may 
be able to look at a dog from a distance 
while safely snuggled on his mother’s lap 
with her arms around him. With patience, 
he may come to let the dog approach him, 
while he remains on his mother’s lap. It 
may take frequent trips to the beach be- 
fore the child will so much as go near the 
water, and a long summer near the water 
before he can find the courage to walk in- 
to it, even in his father’s arms. The fright- 
ened child needs our patience and our un- 
derstanding very badly. Fear is extremely 
humiliating without the further humiliation 
of his parents’ impatience and contempt. 
On the other hand, if fear is an un- 
happy substitute for caution, children still 
have to learn to be cautious. Our job is not 
to confuse caution with fear, and to remem- 
ber that to teach caution by instilling fear 
is to win one victory and to love another. 
It is too dangerously easy for fear to get 
completely out of hand, and to become a 
pervasive, habitual attitude which para- 
lyzes the child’s will and makes it impos- 
sible for him to form clear judgments of 
people and situations, as he grows older. 
Many of the child’s fears will be asso- 
ciated with experiences which caused him 
pain. “The burnt child fears the fire,’ and 
the doctor who gives him shots and the dog 
that bit him. We can’t shield him from pain 
always, but we can give him the example 
of our own courage when he has to suffer.

e Holy Thursday ceremony. The mandatum has 
always signified the great act of charity and love. The cere- 
mony consists in the celebrant washing and drying the right 
foot of twelve men chosen for this purpose, with the recita- 
tion of appropriate prayers.

The ceremony begins in the vestibule of the church 
with the usual blessing of the fire, grains of incense, wax 
nails, and paschal candle. As the procession enters the 
church, three stops are made at which time the Lumen 
Christi is sung. Instead of lighting the triple wax candle as 
formerly (it is no longer used), the candles held by the 
celebrant and servers are all lighted after the three pauses. 


Then the priest sings the Exsultet, after which the 
prophecies or lessons are read. This is followed by the 
chanting of the Litany of the Saints. This ceremony is in- 
terrupted in churches where the baptismal water must be 
blessed. This ceremony takes place in the sanctuary on the 
gospel side, If there are any to be baptized, they approach 
the sanctuary at this time to receive the sacrament. The 
Instructions permit all of the ceremonies of baptism to be 
administered earlier in the day up to the actual pouring of 
the water. 


From a lectern on the predella or from the pulpit, the 
celebrant now reads aloud the instructions and the baptis- 
mal promises. All of this is done in English after which the 
celebrant sprinkles the congregation with the water bless- 
ed shortly before in the ceremony. 


The Litany resumes at the Propitius esto and the priest 
goes to the sacristy to make ready for the Easter Mass. 


The Mass then proceeds the same as in previous years, 
After the distribution of Holy Communion, Lauds is sung, 
which ceremony resembles greatly the Vespers of the old 
order. After the post-communion prayer, the blessing is 
given but there is no last Gospel. 


Thus we get a “bird’s eye view” of the Holy Week 
services as they will unfold themselves for the first time 
this year. —Digested from an article in the current issue of 
THE PRIEST.

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At the Last Supper, 
Jesus, seated af the table, 
took bread into His holy 
hands and raised His eyes to 
heaven, blessing the bread. 
Then He broke it and gave 
it to His apostles. He said 
to them, “Take ye and eat, 
for this is My body, which 
is given for you; do this for 
a commemoration of Me.” 
Then He took the chalice of 
wine, gave thanks and bless- 
ed it, too. 

Jesus said, “Drink ye all 
of this. For this is My blood 
of the New Testament which 
shall be shed for many for 
the remission of sins.” 

What a beautiful gift Jesus 
gave us before His death! It 
is this gift that the Church 
remembers on Holy Thurs- 
day, the anniversary day of 
the Eucharist. The bread and 
wine that He blessed and 
gave to His apostles was ac- 
tually His body and blood. 
It is this commemoration 
that we witness each time we 
take part.in the Holy Sac- 
rifice of the Mass. 

Jesus gave His apostles 
the power to forgive sins.

25th Anniversary of Rockne’s Death 


W HERE were you at 11 a. m. on March 31, 


1931? | 
If you. were named Herbert Hoover, you were the 


President of the United States and you were holding 
a press conference stating that there would be no tax 
raise. 

If you were named Dazzy Vance, you were one 
of the great baseball pitchers of the day, and at that 
approximate moment you were in New York to sign a 
contract to pitch for the Brooklyn Dodgers for $24,000. 

If vou were named Hunk Anderson or Jack Che- 
vigny, vou were an assistant football coach at Notre 
Dame. The boss was out of town, so you could have 
been loafing around the Irish athletic offices. 

But if vou were a Kansas cattle raiser named 
Blackburn. living near Bazaar, Kans., you witnessed 
a very horrible sight at 11 a. m. on March 31, 1931. 
It was a cloudy day and you saw a plane sputter out 
of the mist and crash against a small hill. 

There were six passengers and two pilots on the 
plane. All were killed. The name of one of the pas- 
sengers was Knute K. Rockne. : 

“Time passes swiftly. It may be hard for certain 
old timers to believe that the 25th anniversary of 
Knute Rockne’s death is coming up next Saturday. 

Possibly the true test of fame for any individual is 
that you simply have to mention his name. No fur- 
ther identification is needed. Did you ever hear any- 
body say: “Babe Ruth of the New York Yankees?” 
The answer. of course, is no. One simply said: “Babe 
Ruth.” or “The Babe.” It was thus with Rockne, in 
March of 1931. He did not need to be identified as 
Knute Rockne, football coach at Notre Dame. It was 
just said: “Rock.” It is unlikely that a single sports- 
minded individual in the country would not know as 
to whom you were talking about. Twenty-five years 
later. the situation has changed but little. The only 
change would be that the man has become a legend. 

* ~ = 

How great a person was Rockne? A test of any 
man is how he stands with his neighbors, his fellow 
townsmen. It may not be commonly Known, but the 
telephone system in any town is built on the structure 
that at the very most there will never be more than 
50,000 of those owning phones ever using the instru- 
ment at the same time. The only known time in the 
history of the telephone company where these statis- 
tics did not stand up as fact occurred in South Bend, 
Ind., shortly after noon on March 31, 1931. Rockne 
must have been a worthwhile guy in his community. 
Most everybody in town, at least, thought enough of 
him to check and see if the unfortunate news of his 
death was true ... with the result, temporarily, that 
all phones were on the blink. 

* * % 

Those fellow townsmen, and fellow Notre Damers 
still living on the campus, or in the area, have never 
forgotten him. This morning,. Sunday, March 285, 
approximately 400 or 500 of these folks attended a 
Rockne Memorial Mass on the campus at Notre Dame. 
Following breakfast in the University dining hall, at 
which the principal speaker will be Tom Conley (cap- 
tain and end on the 1930 team—Rock’s last), the en- 
tire group will go to Highland Cemetery, a little 
northwest of South Bend, for.a brief wreath-laying 
ceremony at Rockne’s grave. The same people, more 
or less, have been doing this every year since his 
death. 

Ss * Ss 

For the record ... Knute Rockne was born in 

Voss, Norway, March 4, 1888. His parents brought 
him to this country at the age of 5. They settled in 
Chicago. After graduation from high school, he 
worked for four years before earning enough money 
to enroll at Notre Dame. 
. He was a outstanding student in college, majoring 
in chemistry. In athletics, he competed in track and 
football. He was a pole vaulter in the former, and 
back in those days cleared the phenomenal height of 
12 feet, 4 inches. He played end in football, and was 
captain of the 1913 team. 

This was the Irish eleven that leaped into national 
prominence by upsetting Army, 35-13, in a game that 
is credited with making the forward pass famous. 
Rockne, all afternoon, was catching passes thrown by 
quarterback Gus Dorais. 

After graduation, Rockne for four years was an 
instructor in chemistry and an assistant football coach 


at Notre Dame. He became the head coach in 1918, 


He was the head coach for 13 years. His teams won 
105 games, lost but 12 and tied five. In 1919, 1920, 
1924, 1929 and 1930, his teams were undefeated, untied 
and ranked as national champions.

Movie Reviews 


PICNIC (Columbia)—Got a rating of 
B (Morally Objectionable in Part for All) 
from the Legion of Decency and, while not 
of the cheap quality of its suggestive ad- 
vertisements, deserved it. It’s pretty raw 
in spots and, as I said a few weeks back. 
“definitely not family entertainment.” 
Even the Radio City Music Hall (formerly 
specializing in family entertainment) 
caused a bit of a stir and provoked an edi- 
torial from the New York Catholic News 
for deviating from its policy of wholesome 
fare to which parents could regularly 
bring their children in complete confi- 
dence. I wonder why showmen in the busi- 
ness so long work so hard to build up a 
reputation and then weaken it by booking 
such a picture. , 

Now in all fairness, is this an evil, 
poorly made film that will send viewers out 
of the theatre and into the Pit of Dark- 
ness? Definitely not. It’s one of the most 
technically expert films to come out of 
Hollywood in a long time. The direction of 
Joshua Logan is tops. So are the perfor- 
mances. Veteran actor William Holden is 


his usual excellent self, despite the fact 


that he seems a bit old for the part of the 
rugged youth whose appearance in a small 
Kansas town one Labor Day sets off a 
string of firecracker reactions.on the ladies 
of all ages. Rosalind Russell, speaker at the 
West Coast Motion Picture Industry Com- 
munion Breakfast, in this, her first pic- 
ture since The Girl Rush, proves she can 
really act. Rising star Kim Novak main- 
tains her double record of never having 
appeared in anything but a Legion-rated B 
picture and in never having turned in a 
poor performance. Young Susan Strass- 
berg also turns in a fine bit of acting as 
the “Ugly Duckling” sister of Miss Novak; 
however it’s hard to believe she is as 
homely as she claims, for the camera 
seems to contradict her. 

The use of CinemaScope camera and 
color is excellent and the feel of the great 
American Midwest is there before you from 
tall grain silos pushing up against a hot 
summer sky to the Kansas flatlands 
stretching ahead almost into the next day. 
The picnic sequence itself, something not 
included in the Broadway play on which 
the film is based, is as beautiful and honest 
a piece of Americana as ever was put on 
film. 

Where then does this magnificently 
made movie foul up? In the story. 

William Inge, whose other Broadway 


play, “Bus Stop,” is now in production 


starring Marilyn Monroe, is a _ highly 
talented but not yet a great writer. 

In the everyday world of moviemak- 
ing, the people who make movies are going 


‘to go on making them. What does this silly 


sentence mean? Simply that studios will 
film what they think you’ll buy; and the 
shortage of outstanding material often 
causes people to overrate the quality of 
what is around. I regret the waste of great 
talent in making what is often a powerful, 
sometimes an excellent, but never a great 
motion picture. It’s too bad that these ar- 
tists didn’t film a play or book that pre- 
sented a more true, less sordid, more deep 
and less one-sided presentation of life. But 
the fault is not solely theirs, for in a time 
of shortage of good material for entertain- 
ment, good Catholic playwrights are also 
missing. Blame the parents, blame the 
schools or blame the unused and wasted 
talent of our youth, but let’s not accuse the 
moviemakers of malice when their ignor- 
ance of Christian standards may be due to 
our sloth. | ‘

Most souls 
shrink and shrivel from worldliness and selfishness. Every de 
parture from truth and the Cross means a shrivelling of the soul. 


We who are dedicated to serving all the Missions of the 
world by begging for the Hily Father, whe makes the dis- 
tribution, do not have in mind only helping the poor in India, 
the catechists im Africa, the persecuted in Hong Kong: we 
want to help you possess your soul’ Your soul is as precious 
te us as a soul in the Sadan.

(Continued from page 1) the sinless Christ for our 
Brother because we had the sinful Adam for our fa- 
ther. St. John said, “You know that He appeared to 
take our sins away.” St. Paul said, “This saying is 
true and worthy of entire acceptance, that Jesus 
Christ came into the world to save sinners.” You be- 
gin to understand this enthusiasm when your faith is 
like the faith of the Church, belief in the divine and 
the human in Christ 

2. This divine Redeemer emptied the chalice of 
suffering to the bitter dregs—the dregs of physical 
pain, thorns in the head, the lash upon the back, nails 
in the hands and feet, burning thirst; the dregs of soul 
anguish: taunts from the foot of His cross, abandon- 
ment by His countrymen, by His Apostles, by His 
heavenly Father: “My God, My God, why has Thou 
forsaken Me?” The divine Redeemer shares our pain. 
He is Companion to our suffering in body and soul. 
He walks with us in our loneliness, dies with us in our 
death. We have the divine companionship in pain. The 
God who made us capable of suffering, shares it with 
us. In that faith, then, we accept suffering. 

3. The divine Redeemer rose from the dead. 
Christ dies upon the cross by the humanity He took of 
Mary; He rose from the tomb by the divinity He took 
of the Father from all eternity. St. Paul calls Christ 
the Firstborn from the dead, the first-fruits of them 
that sleep. There will be other empty tombs, we will 
be the other fruits: we who go down in pain to death, 
by our share tn His divinity shall live. 

These are the ideas that power the Catholic drive 
They make it possible to live in a world of pain. They 
make it possible, yes, they make it a joy. St. Paul says. 
“We exult in tribulations.”—Reprinted from “The

more contented will be his last years. 

We do not mean by this a dull, indifferent resig- 
nation. Man's soul is destined for immortality, and he 
deceives himself if he thinks he can face his end with 
equanimity. In every man there is a religious core 
which tends towards the eternal fulfilment of life, and 
even if he denies it this is not proof of the contrary. 
The question of the meaning of life is transformed by 
death into the question of supernatural perfection. 

Because this is the great question of human des- 
tiny, we would say a little more about it. Ultimately 
death remains the great stranger. However much we 
may know about it from the physiological point of 
view, we cannot deceive ourselves on one thing: life 
does not glide smoothly, and as it were seamlessly, in- 
to death. Death has something dark and threatening 
about it; to deny this would falsify human reality. Yet 
its strangeness is tinged with a charm that commands 
reverence; its darkness is not a thick blackness, it is 
filled with a gentle light. For death has become some- 
thing new; its finality has been abolished through the 
Atonement; the sacrificial Death of Christ has given 
meaning to our death. |

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loud music. But it has a charm about it, too, 
and there is absolutely no mistaking this 
city for any city in our own country. It is 
far more of a foreign city than Madrid or 
Lisbon or any of the other European cities 
we have visited, and there are few people 
who speak or understand English. 

But they understand friendliness. We 
stopped near the central plaza, a huge 
Square surrounded by shops, and asked di- 
rections. Immediately an attractive man 
with graying hair jumped into our car, took 
over the driver’s seat and drove us across 
town to our hotel. His name was Ramon 
Sanchez and the next day we learned that 
he was a shopkeeper and drove the bus for 
one of the parochial schools. 

_ At our hotel we met the same gra- 
ciousness. The Gran Paris would not be a 
luxury hotel by U. S. standards, but it is a 
good hotel and it serves the best food in 
Matanzas. Senora Florinda Zabala is the 
owner, She is a tall, dignified woman who 
speaks English with hardly a trace of ac- 
cent. Her sons, Lorenzo Parra y Zabala and 
Andres Parra y Zabala, are with her at the 
hotel and speak English, too. So does the 
manager, Rogelio Geerken y Cacho. 

In Spanish countries, the married wo- 
man not only keeps her own name but 
passes it on to her son as well. So, for ex- 


‘ ample, were I Spanish my name would be 


Dale Francis y Day, and our son’s name 
would be Guy Francis y Hoole. Senor 
Zabla’s husband’s name was Parra and this 
is the official name of her children but her 
own name goes with them. My friend, 
Elesio Diego’s mother, was explaining this 
to me and she laughed and said, “Your 
American women lose their identity but 
here the women do not let that happen.” I 
said I thought it was pretty high handed of 
them. 

Anyhow, that digression’ explains the 
names of our hotel hosts. It was a nice 
place to stay although Marianne said the 
logostinos, which are large crayfish, kept 
in the fountain pool until they are wanted 
for eating, made it a “scary place.” 

Mornings we went to Mass at the 
church on the beach, “La Milagrossa,” 
which is the church of Our Lady of the 
Miraculous Medal. The Paulist Fathers are 
there and it is a new church. As in Spain, 
the confessionals sit out in the open and 
the penitents kneel in the open, the men di- 
rectly before the priest in front of the con- 
fessional, the women at the sides, through 
screened openings. | 

The third morning, we were invited to 
breakfast at the home of one of the ladies 
whom we met at Mass. She spoke no Eng- 
lish and we no Spanish, but the invitation 
was understood and accepted. With us came 
another American woman, a Catholic from 
Maine whose husband is down here with a 
textile factory just opening near Matanzas. 

Senora Livosio had a beautiful home 
on the beach, but oddly enough, just as at 
almost all the other homes we have seen, 
even the most luxurious homes, there were 
a few chickens in the backyard, an enclosed 
patio not much larger than the yards of 
most people in big cities. 

We learned that the Senora’s husband 
is a lawyer and that he is an official of the 
muncipal government, but exactly what 
kind of an official we couldn’t quite make 
out, 

We drove around the busy streets of 
Matanzas, looking for a home, but there 
seemed to be few places available. There 
were apartments but they were expensive— 
as high as $150 a month—and there wasn’t 
enough room for children to play. We've 
decided Matanzas isn’t the place for us— 
too large a city for us to really be able to 
see the situation, too expensive a place to 
live and not a place for children. 

But we’ve found a place to live, we’ve 
chosen our home for the next year or so, 
and—like a magazine serial—we’ll tell you 
all about it next weeks
